Herbert Hoover, federal food ad­ 
ministrator, declared here today 
before sailing for Europe to hold 
a series of conferences on world 
food supply with allied and neu­ 
tral food officials. 
“We are net worrying 
about 
Germany,” said Hoover. “She can 
take care of herself. 
What we 
arc worrying about is the ‘little 
allies’ who 
have been under the 
German yoke. 
They are 
faced 
by famine. 
We must give them 
help and lose no time in doing 
so.” 
Administrator Hoover declared 
that Germany was not faced by 
starvation and that as soon as the 
water tight blockade was relaxed 
she could get all the food that is 
needed. 
“Our only interest In Germany 
is to get her together on a stable 
basis, so she can pay the money 
she owes to France and Belgium,” 
Hoover said. 
Hoover, in discussing the Euro­ 
pean food situation, said that it is 
extremely 
“complex.”

000,000 people in Europe, practi­ 
cally only three areas, which are 
southern 
Russia, 
Hungary 
and 
Denmark, with 40,000,000 people, 
have sufficient food to last until 
the next harvest, without imports. 
The United States, he said, w ill 
have a surplus of from 18,000,000 
to 20,000,000 tons of food if the 
country is economical, co that the 
situation “can be handled.”

H igashl’s to show suicidal intent are 
usually viewed with d istrust until the 
body is found, Sheriff Jackson Is in­ 
clined to the-belief that H igashi really 
killed himself, as he probably knew 
what aw aited him if he appeared again 
in court. 
He it was who was dis­ 
missed upon a burglary charge the 
o th er day, and who afterw ard, on 
com pulsion of other Japanese, deliv­ 
ered up the stolen articles. 
In th e Japan ese’ clothes were found 
several notes, written both in Ja p ­ 
an ese and English, saying he intended 
to kill him self and go to heaven.

note w as addressed to Justice Cox, 
and an o th e r to the m anager of the 
Meyer Apartment-Hotel, by whom he 
was em ployed as janitor, and others 
to his feliowr countrymen.

N ear the clothes was the 
handle of a razor, from which the 
blade had been recently torn. 
Following Higashi’s recent alleged 
burglary and his dismissal for lack of 
evidence, he was cited to appear in 
court to answ er for violation of his 
probation, granted him four years ago 
for forgery.

It. is universally agreed that in per­ 
verted metabolism by bacterial inva­ 
sion. it is tile acidosis that ik fatal. 
W hen the system is’ saturated with 
alkalis, there is poor soil for bacterial 
growth. 
T he baneful acids may lie 
neutralized by harm less alkalis, 
and 
these seem to act almost specifically. 
I have uniformly employed, and al­ 
ways with good 
results, 
p o tassiu m 
citrate and sodium bicarbonate (com­ 
mon baking soda) saturation by mouth, 
bowel and sk !n. 
F or the past th re e weeks, in the 
present influenza epidemic, I have seen 
an average of IOO 
private 
patients 
daily. 
T here have been all degrees 
of frequency and 
severity, 
anil 
in 
some houses as many a s six patients. 
As is well known in this ep'demic. 
there lias been a very high mortality 
in oases occurring in pregnant women. 
I have seen three instances of broncho 
pneumonia, or "lung patches.” in preg­ 
nant women, two at term, with com­ 
plete recovery. 
Incidentally, I have made the use of 
the bedpan i m i t a t i v e , aud have ab 
sohitely refrained from adm inistering 
any of the coal-tar series. 
I explain to the 
afflicted 
persons 
th a t they must be patient, and that 
the fever, aches and pains 
are 
in­ 
evitable for a few days, and that they 
must be willing to forego tile seduc­ 
tive relief afforded by acetylsalicylic 
acid (aspirin), acetanilid 
and 
other 
heart depressants. 
I employ cold a p ­ 
plications and the ordinary stim ula­ 
tion by strychnin, arom atic spirits of 
amm onia, digitalis, quintile, etc. I have 
alaw ys withheld all depressants. 
My very successful 
experience 
lr. 
this epidemic with tile saturation of 
the system with harm less alkalis can 
not be dismissed 
as 
accidental 
or 
unique. 
It seems lo represent an im ­ 
portant new medical fact, or one ap ­ 
parently forgotten o r generally over­ 
looked.

A timely appeal to the women of 
California and of America was made 
public in the closing hours of the 
United War Work Campaign by Dr, 
John It. Mott, director-general of the 
nation-wide drive for $170,500,000 for 
th e welfare of American soldiers and 
sailors. 
In a letter to Dr. Anna How­ 
ard Shaw, vice-chairman of the Field 
Division of the National Council of 
Defense Dr. Mott points out that this 
h as been, in a special sense, a wom­ 
an 's war. 


“ A ll the ideals and influence that 
good women typify in the world have 
been at stake,” says Dr. Mott. 
“All 
th e energies of the womanhood of 
every fighting country have been har­ 
nessed to the great task of victory. 
Because 
these millions 
of 
women 
■workers are soldiers in as true a sense 
as the men who pushed forward to 
victory in France and because it is 
part of the task of the seven war work 
agencies to support and provide for 
these women-soldiers, the campaign 
is in a particular sense the responsi­ 
bility of American women. 
“This is the first great war in which 
th e influence of the American home 
an d of American motherhood has fol­ 
lowed the soldier straight up to the 
front line trenches. 
More than 1000 
wholesome, friendly American women 
h av e brought to the soldiers over there 
a reminder of their mothers, sisters, 
wives and sweethearts back home. To 
th em the boys come at night, hungry 
fo r a woman's voice in a language they 
c a n understand. 
When the history 
of the war is written, one of the bril­ 
lian t chapters in it will be the story 
of the influence of these magnificent 
women. 
“ We have stood nobly by the boys, 
th u s far. 
Let us not stop half way. 
L et us raise the $1.70,500,000 asked 
yes, and the millions more needed so 
th a t the influence of the American 
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oat# with which it cap ba defended. 
W hen the Turk first gained posses­ 
sion of it he slammed the door in the 
face of the civilired world and kept it 
shut until compelled by force and 
lured by bargaining to open it. 
Ger­ 
many had long had her eye on the 
control of that part of the world. This 
war gave her the chance she wanted, 
and she joined with the Turks in at­ 
tempting the same old game of monop­ 
oly. 
But Turkey and Germany have 
learned that the earth was not made 
exclusively for them. 
The great “gateway to the east,” 
round whicli wars have raged for gen­ 
erations will never again be closed by 
greedy 
hands. 
Constantinople, 
the 
watch-dog by the portal, has changed 
masters; from now on it is oply thiev­ 
ing barbarian and bloody oppressor 
who shall not pass.

She 
died in a military hospital in E n g ­ 
land in the afternoon of October 
17. and entered the life of peace 
eternal with the world black from 
the big H o t occasioned by the de­ 
termination cf the kaiser to rule 
the world. 
It was not for her to live 
to enjoy the glad tidings of the 
suspension of the w ar for a brief 
period during the arrangem ents of 
peace te>*rr.s— a suspension that is 
certain to be made permanent— so 
near at hand when she arrived in 
Eng'and. 
Miss Keech offered her Cervices 
to the government as a d :etitian and 
left New York for overseas on Septeni- 
a Tittie over a month before 
she was stricken with death. 
Only 
yesterday nailers of the Register had 
the pleasure of reading a letter writ­ 
ten while sue was on the steamer on 
her way across the Atlantic. 
She was 
in the best of health and described her 
trip ii: a most entertaining manner.

therefore. fifty pounds of straw be­ 
comes equal to a gallon of gasoline. 
It also has been found that a ton of 
s tra w will furnish 12,000 cubic feet ot 
gas and each ton of straw would pro­ 
vide enough fuel to equal thirty-five 
or forty gallons of gasoline.

of hitherto useless straw -would be 
worth about $18 when its latent power 
is considered.
